GOLD related that shortly after his second contact with FUCHS, 
arrangements were made with SEMENOV whereby GOLD was no longer to contact 
SEMENOV, but would turn over the information that he received from FUCHS to one 
JOHN. SEMENOV. made arrangements for GOLD'S initial meeting with JOHN. JOHN 
has been identified as ANATOLI A. YAKOVLEV. 

In San Francisco on March 19, 19UU SAS JAMES H. COWAN, THOMAS B. 
WRIGHT, WILLIAM A. COHENDET, WILLIAM F. GIESEN, WILLIAM D. STALCUP, and ROLAND 
P. RICHARDS observed GREGORI M. KHEIFETS, Soviet Vice Consul at San Francisco, 
emerge from his home at approximately 3:10 P. M. He boarded a cable car from, 
which he alighted at Sutter and Powell Streets, thereafter walking around in 
an apparent aimless fashion looking into store windows, and going in and out 
of several store doorways, apparently on the lookout for a surveillance. 

At exactly h:00 P. M. he went into the St. Francis Hotel, Post and 
Powell Streets, by way of the north entrance. SA WRIGHT observed that KHEIFETS 
met a man subsequently identified as SEMEN MARKOVITCH SEMENOV, in the corridor 
of the hotel. They greeted as though they had not seen each other for some 
time. After a short conversation, KHEIFETS and SEMENOV walked to Solari's 
Grill, 351 Geary Street. They left the grill at 5:05 P. M. and walked around 
various downtown streets, carrying on an animated conversation. It was appar- 
ent that SEMENOV was unacquainted with San Francisco as KHEIFETS seemed to 
lead the way for them to walk. 


They eventually walked east on Market Street to Second Street, then 
turned right for a short half block, and then right again on Stevenson Street, 
which is almost as narrow as an alleyway and was deserted on this day, it being 
Sunday and the business district. At the next block they turned left on New 
Montgomery, walked to Mission, and turned right at the next block which is 
Third Street. They turned right again on Third Street and walked a half 
block north toward Market Street, then reversed and walked south on Third 
Street. 


KHEIFETS constantly looked around as if in search of a surveillance. 
They walked slowly on Third Street until they arrived at the Southern Pacific 
Station at 5:55 P. M. They came out of the station and waiked up and down in 
front of it, and then waiked around the neighborhood until 6*00 P. M. During 
this time they continued their discussion, and at times KHEIFETS was observed 
making notes in a small black notebook which he carried. 

SEMENOV boarded the Southern Pacific train, "The Coaster", which 
left at 6:30 P. M. for Los Angeles. He was accompanied by SAS GIESEN and 
STALCUP, and was identified when he registered at the Biltmore Hotel in Los 
Angeles. 
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Immigration and Naturalization Service File #991*39 A 7U reflects that 
SEMEN MARKOVITCH SEMENOV, USSR Passports #1201*7 and 119007, issued at Moscow, 
entered the United States at New York City on January 19, 1933 on the SS BEREN- 
GARIA. SEMENOV was admitted as a student destined for study at the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, ^ M ~W/ 

The records of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology reflected 
that SEMEN MARCK SEMIONOV enured MIT September, 1938 and graduated June, 191*0. 
His application reflects he fras. born March 1. 1901 1 Odessa. and was em- 

ployed at the time of his application by Amtorg ’Trading - Corporation, New York 
City. Previous education was at the Moscow Textile Institute, from which he 
graduated with' an Engineering Degree in 1936. 

The Immigration and Naturalization Service file. New York City, 
further reflects that SEMENOV reentered the United States at Brownsville, 

Texas on April 20, 19l*0, although there is no record of his departure. Further, 
there is a letter dated June 19, 19l*l and signed by S. KOUZIN, General Manager 
of the Amtorg Trading Corporation, New York City, advising that SEMENOV de- 
parted from the United States on April 12, 19l*l for Panama on a business trip, 
and returned to the United States, arriving in New York City on April 30. 19lil 
on the SS JAMAICA. * 

In April, 19l*l* SA MICHAEL M. O’ROURKE ascertained from JOHN PRITCHARD, 
Chief Engineer at E. B. Badger and Sons Company, 500 Fifth Avenue, that SEMENOV 
was the Chief Engineer at the Soviet Government Purchasing Commission at 210 
Madison Avenue, and also in charge of a group of Russian engineers taking a 
course on instruction in oil production and refining at the Badger. Company, 
through the Lend Lease arrangements of the Treasury Department, Procurement 
Division. There were 50 to 80 engineers engaged in the training program. 

Immigration and Naturalization Service records, Washington, D. C., 
reflected that SEMENOV , together with his wife PLAFIRA SEMENOV, and his two 
sons, ILIA and VICTOR, departed from the United States from Kalama, Washington 
on September ■30s'"19U*. d - 


PENDING 
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On April 6, 19UU SA MICHAEL M. O'ROURKE observed SEMENOV and 
an unknown man entering the USSR Consulate Offices in New York City at 
approximately 3:00 P. M.. The unknown man was described as thirty-five 
years, six feet tall, 190 pounds, prominent nose, light hair, peasant 
looking features, head and neck bent forward, appears to be Russian, and 
wore a blue hat and coat* Subsequently, SA O'ROURKE observed a picture of 
DMITRI IVANOVICH KUDRIAVTZEV (KOUDRIaVTZEV) and stated that he resembled 
this individual. 


Confidential Informant T-l, of known reliability, stated in 19lUi 
that he was acquainted with a NKVD agent in Moscow who is presently the 
man in charge of legal matters for the Soviet Government Purchasing Com- 
mission, and who arrived in the United States in January or February, 19hh* 
According to the informant, this man, in addition to being with the NKVD in 
Moscow, also worked on the Moscow Party Committee, He described this per- 
son as quite a "ladies man", and advised that he is always in the company 
of another man believed to be an agent of the NKVD since these agents do 
not usually associate with any individuals other than their fellow employees. 

At the time that Confidential Informant T-l furnished this infor- 


mation, DMITRI KUDRIAVTZEV was in charge of legal matters with the Soviet 
Government Purchasing Commission in Washington, D. C.

On March 26, 19UU, after SEMENOV'S return from meeting GREGORI 
KHEIFETS in San Francisco, a periodic surveillance was maintained. He, together 
with other Soviet engineers, engaged in the "lend lease" training program, men- 
tioned in the details of this report, were observed at the Badger Company and 
Soviet Government Purchasing Company offices. A review of the surveillance 
logs reflects that other contacts of SEMINOV were identified. Hie nature of 
their association with him is being investigated in connection with the SEMENOV 
Case.
